Tear Gland Infected? 


At the outer corner are many 
little glands. and some of the tear 
glands are located there. It is pos- 
sible the tea: gland on the outer 
side of the eyes is thus infected, 
which in turn infects the tear duct 
proper. 

The treatment is not entircly 
satisfactory. Opening the gland 
and irrigating with an antiscptic 
sclution may relieve the trouble. 
It may be necessary to have the 
gland dissected out and removed 
and also the tear duct. It is nota 
particularly dangerous condition, 
unless the eyeball should be in- 
jured and the site of the injury 
become infected by the pneumo- 
coccus and cause an ulcer. Hav- 
ing this treated by the usual 
method of placing drops in the cye 
may be helptiul. I see no reason 
why it should cause any trouble. 

Mrs. A. H. recalls that in one of 
my articles last Spring I talked of 
high altitudes for hardening of 
the arteries. It was rather a sug- 
gestion than a piece of advice. 
Though in some cases high alti- 
» tudes are beneficial, especially if 
there is puu. circulation in the 
legs, due to arterio-sclerosis. 

Mrs. H. has hardening of the 
arteries, high blood pressure, and 
angina pectoris, a common com- 
bination of these afflictions. Her 
physician must treat the condi- 
‘tions as they arise. A combination 
of theobromium, sodium salicylate 
and iodide of potassium, under her 
physician’s direction, will give 
much comfort.
